WHAT ASKEPTIC SAW AT ONSET. 
B. PRATT. 

I. 
As I related in a previous communicn- 
tion, I went to Onset expressly to inves- 
tigate Spiritualism, I had never seen 
any phenomena claimed to be spirit man- 
ifestation that was at all convincing to 
me that it was what it represented to be. 
I had long disbelieved in the existence of 
what were called spirits, and in order te 
he convinced it was necessary for me to 
see phenomena beyond the possibility of 
deception and fraud, aud that could not 
be explained by any known law aside 
from a conscious unseen intelligence 
outside of any physical organization. 


Thad my eyes open for the detection 
of fraud or delusion, as through one or | 
the other of these two channels I be- 


lieved must come the remarkable mani- 
festations I had seen accounts of in the 
Ranner of Light. The first thing impor- 
tant to guard against I thought was, to 
exclude all knowledge of myscif from 
everyone in Onset. Nota person within 
fifty miles of there, as far as I know, ever 
saw or hear of me, and I used all the 
precaution I could to prevent their find- 
ing out anything, except that I was there 
to investigate Spiritualism, 

The landlady from whom I secured a 

room, but to whom I declined to give my 
name or residence, introduced a passing 
gentleman to me, who after being told 
the object of my coming, invited me to 
his house only a block distant. We sat 
on the veranda engaged in a general nn: 
important conversation when a lady. 
whow I suhsequently learned was Mrs. 
K. R. Stiles of Boston, passed on th 
walk, and stopped to speak with the gen- 
teman with whom I was conversing. 
After talking with him a minute or two 
she charced to look in my direction and 
at once said: “I see California written 
above your head and I see the spirit of a 
woman standing by your side who I 
think is your wife and whose name is 
Almira Pratt” That was the full name 
of my wife who passed to spirit life 
March 4th; it was then July 17th. She 
also described the disease that took her 
off, and spoke of the laborious breathing 
the result of heart disease. I was then 
and am still confident that not a soul 
nearer than Boston ever heard of me or 
niy wife, and how it was possible for a 
total stranger to give such facts was to 
me a puzzle. 

In the afternoon I attended a public 
meeting held in the grove. A Mrs. Ste- 
vens, a trance speaker, was to occupy the 
platform. When the time arrived to 
commence she came forward and called 
for subjects from the audience on which 
to speak. Several subjects were handed 
in, among which I gave the following: 
“Ifthe theory of evolution as taught by 
Darwin be true, and man has come up 
from the lowest order of animai life to 
his present advancement, and if he is 
now an immortal being, at what stage or 
period in that upward progress did that 
susceptibility for immortality begin?” 

She chanced to take up the paper I 
handed in first and proceeded to discuss 
that question. She certainly could not 
have been prepared for the occasion, for 
there was no possible way in which she 
could have known what the subject was 
to be. She showed a familiarity with 
Darwin's theories, and discussed the 
question of man’s appearance on the 
earth and his spiritual relation to all that 
has preceeded him in an able manner. I 
know nothing of Mrs. Stevens’ education, 
capacity or previous history, but if she is 
` capable of her own knowledge of making 
such a speech as that was, without any 
preparation, she hardly has a peer in this 
or any other country.

I solicited an interview with Miss Gaul 
to see what other facts she could give 
me, She appointed the next moming at 
g o'clock as the time and her room as the 
place. 1 went and had an interview of 
half an hour or more. She was in a 
trance during the sitting and gave the 
names and quite accurate descriptions of 
several friends in spirit life. It was 
however a mixture of truth and error. 
Many things she toll I knew to be cor- 
rect, while others I was ignorant of, but 


It failed to impress me as coming from 
the wife I was auxious to hear from. I 
knew her to be truthful and reliable in 
all her statements in this life, and I 
could not believe, a statement not true 
could come from her on the other side, 
unless the influences there during a few 
months had accomplished what more 
than three score years of contact with this 
wicked world had failed to accomplish. I 
had seen enough however during the 
day and a half I had been there to excite 
my curiosity, and to increase my desire 
for further investigation.

At a private materializing seance, at

Peterson, has at last been reached and 
has thoroughly sustained the position 
taken by this paper from the time of her 
sudden disappearance. It was a strange 
case from the outset, but the utter ab- 
sence of clues that would disclose a mo- 
tive for her disappearance was accepted 
by the Suu as evidence that her disap- 
pearance was not premeditated. The 
Sun was satisfied from its own investiga- 
tions that the insinuations of an un- 
pleasant home life were groundless, and 
therefore pursued its further investiga- 
tions upon the theory that whatever she 
might have done could not have been 
expected of a person in full possession 
of sound reason. This point settled, 
suicide was the most plausible solution. 
The aid of clairvoyants was suggested, 
and though not believers in the occult 
science, we assumed the expense and 
trouble of interviewing the best that 
could be recommended. No one was 
more surprised at the result than our- 
selves, and especially at the almost uni- 
versal acceptance of the theories ad- 
vanced by the alleged dwellers in the 
spirit realmis.

Under the above heading the Banner 
of Light introduces an editorial in which 
it endeayors to set itself right before its 
readers on the question of politics. It 
appears our contemporary has been crit- 
icised for utterances made recently con- 
cerning the present administration at 
Washington, In reply thereto it says: 


“The difference between him and us is 
to be accounted for by the fact that he 
takes his stand within the lines of his 
own political party, which happens to be 
the one against which the current offense 
is specifically charged.

THE BEHRING'S SEA TROUBLE, 
Which is momentarily agitating Con- 
gress should not awaken any combative 
f&lings in the minds or hearts of our 
citizens. It is a mutter which can be ar- 
bitratively settled if both sides are deter- 
mined to remain friendly and handle the 
question reasonably. 

The trouble originally arose from the 
killing of seals in open sea by Canadian 
seal vessels which threatens to extermi- 
nate the animals, and is regarded as be- 
ing opposed to the interests of all na- 
tions. 

When Alaska was purchased it in- 
cluded the seal islands of Behring’s sea, 
and nobody else has a right to kill seals 
in it—especially as that claim was never 
disputed to Russia, nor to the United 
States until recently. 

In support of this, several Canadian 
sealing vessels have been seized, with 
threats to continue this policy. 

Now, Great Britian, all of a sudden, de- 
nies our government the right of owning 
this part of the sea, and herself asserting 
the right to catch seals three miles from 
shore; and to this protests against our 
seizure of more of their vessels. 

Such is the case with negotiations for 
a settlement. In the meantime a war 
between the two navies becomes a possi- 
bility because John Bull refuses to put a 
stop to the poaching and Uncle Sam 
threatens to capture every English ves- 
sel that is caught at it. 


THE BOYCOTT, 

Among the latest of these was a threat 
arising from certain quarters in the 
south to boycott northern trade should 
the Federal Election Rill become a law. 
We doubt whether this is earnestly 
meant. In fact we know the New South 
is very much like its yankee brother in 
regarding business as paramount to pa- 
triotisin, and both merchant and shopper 
will continue to buy where the best bar- 
gains are to be had. But there is danger 
of boycotting colored hire and which 
would be worse for the colored people 
than robbing them of their suffrage; for 
the colored man is almost entirely de- 
pendent on the whites for bread, with no 
recourse for aid or redress except to em- 
igrate or pillage, and the latter would 
end in his extermination.

LILIAN PETERSON’S DEATH.

In general answer to many inquiries as 
to the facts about the passage of Miss 
Lilian Peterson to the celestial life, I 
pray you to publish this note.

THE GREAT WALL OF CHINA. 

The Rev. Wim, P. Sprague, of Kalgan, 
North China, writes as follows to the 
Missionary Herald: 

If any one doubts the existence of 
China's great wall, let him come with me 
to Kalgan and see for himself the iden- 
tical wall built by the first emperor 
Chin, in 200 B. C. 

Take a steamer across the’ Pachic to 
Tientsen, then a native boat up the Pei 
Ho river three days, then pack saddle or 
mule litter five days more, through 
mountains and plains, to Kalgan. Before 
you reach the city you see a dark line 
along the hilllops beyond the town, and 
by the time you enter our compound you 
see the wall stretching away over the 
mountains as far as tle eye can reach, 
both east and west, with towers on all 
the prominent elevations. As we pay it 
a visit for closer inspection, you find it a 
windrow or ridge of reddish-brown 
porphyry rock broken, not cut,into ir- 
regular blocks. These are so well fitted 
toeach other that the outer surface is 
tolerably smooth, and has somewhat the 
appearance of crazy patchwork. 

It is about ten feet broad at the base 
and fifteen feet high, the sides sloping 
to a sharp ridge like a steep house roof. 
You may follow this wall eastward to the 
sea, and westward to Kansuh, the north- 
western province; and so doing, you will 
have traversed the entire northern fron- 
tier of China, fifteen hundred miles. 
Though you find several hundred miles 
of adobe sun dried mud wall, yet other 
hundreds of miles are of good brick and 
higher than at Kalgan. By the time you 
have traced its length you will be willing 
to concede not only that China has a 
great wall, but also that the ruler who 
could conquer so vast a country, drive 
out the invading Tartars, and build a 
fortification fifteen hundred miles long 
to keep thein out, was worthy to be call- 
ed the first emperor, and to give his 
name (China) to the country, 

If any one Inughs at the folly of spend- 
ing so much labor on a useless defense, 
let him remember that it was a defense 
only against horseback riders, armed 
with nothing hut bows and arrows, A 
few guards on the watchtowers could, 
with their signal fires on the mountain 
tops, easily rouse the villagers, fur and 
near, to the defense of their homes, And 
this wall accomplished its purpose for 
over a thousand years, when the great 
Ghenghis Khan with his brave Mongol 
followers broke their way through. 

This section of the great wall becomen 
for half a mile the city wall of Calgan. 
A beautiful temple is built on this wall 
to celebrate Ghenghis Khan's victorious 
passage, 

This two thousand years old wall is 
little known to the world at targe, be- 
cause there is another wall much oftener 
visited and described from the western 
world. It is near Peking, and a far more 
imposing structure. This is‘only an in- 


ner arm of the great wall, but five jun- 
dred miles long, and not so old by seven 
handred years. Itis built of cut yranite 
and good brick, and is thirty fect wide at 
its base, twenty-five feet wide at the top, 
and thirty fect high. It is a fine sight as
